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Rivers and Harbors.
The President Is called upon by some of his

political friends to veto the river and harbor
bill. This bill contains an appropriation of

k seventy-five thousand dollars for the im¬
provement of James river, one of three hun¬
dred thousand dollars forthe improvement of
New river in West Virginia, and appropria-
tion«s of millions of dollars for the repair,
preservation, and improvement of rivers
and harbors throughout the Union, but
principally in the northern States. The
President may be induced to veto this
bill; but- \vc think not. Whilst we
would regret such an act on his
part, it would not be without its compensa¬
tions. He would thereby do much tQ dam¬
age the prospects of Hayes and Wheei.ei{.
To veto it would be to injure vast interests
in every section of the country. It would
be saving a penny by throwing away a

pound. It would require in some instances
perhaps five time* as much money to im¬
prove the same rivers next year as it would
then require if the work of improvement
were carried on during the present
year.that is, continuously. What sort
of excuse could an engineer give
for allowing James fiver, for example,
to be filled up this year by freshets, when
he knew that to allow its channel so to be
filled up would necessitate fhe expenditure
next year of five times as much money as

would be required for the two years under
a continuous system of operations? Or
what good reason can he given for stopping
work on Hell (fate recks and other places
of like importance? The saving of a few
hundred thousand dollars which it
is said have been unwisely and
improperly appropriated for the im¬
provement of, creeks in West Virginia,
Ohio, Pennsylvania, and elsewhere, would
be no equivalent for the vast damage that
would result to the immense material inter¬
est* of the whole country from a cessation
of operations upon works of national im¬

portance, national magnitude, and national
utility. An appropriation to James river is
an appropriation to New York, Boston.
Philadelphia, Baltimore, and every other
city in the United States. So an appropria¬
tion to Hell (late is also an appropriation to

Richmond, Baltimore, Boston, New Orleans,
St. Louis, and every other city
The time was when Virginia rcprescnta- J

tives in Congress voted against appropria-
tions for the improvement of rivers and
harbors.when the representative from the
Richmond congressional district refused Jo

vote a dollar for t he opening of James river.
Those were the better, purer, and greener
days of the republic. There was home ex¬

cuse for the scrupulously conscientious
congressmen who refused to allow the j m-

tion'a treasure to be used for the improve¬
ment of the States' rivers. But that day
and ! hat condition of things are at an end.
No Virginia congressman w ill now, we trust,
refuse to appropriate the nation's treasure

for the improvement of the nation's rivers.
James river is certyinly one of the nation's
rivers. What Mr. Lincoln said concerning
the tunc of " Dixie ".namely, that ho laid
captured it.may also he said of James
river. The nation captured James river iu
time of war. There is no longer any doubt
as lo which Government, (he State or the
national, ought to improve it. If there bo
one Virginia congressman who holds to his
ante-bellum notions on this subject, we

would like to say to him that he could bet¬
ter serve his State at home than in Wash¬
ington. Let us recall him, and make him
Ciovernor or give him some other oflicc.

lloi'i's Pocis.Boi.n Tampkiung with

the Demockatic Platform.".Under this
heading the Baltimore American quotes
from the Washington correspondence of the
Chicago Tribune a cock-and-bull story which
hardly needs contradiction. One part of it
is that in the platform the word "clause"
has been changed to "date," so as to make
tlu* sentence react, "As such a bindranec we
denounce the resumption date of 1875, and
we hereby demand its repeal." This ab¬
surd statement carries its own contradiction
on its face. Nobody but the Chicago Tri¬
bune's fool would speak of repealing a date.
The other part of the story is as follows :
" The other change in the official copy is

in the Mongolian plank. It will be remem¬
bered by all who were at the St. Louis Con¬
vention, or all who recall the report of its
proceedings, that when Mr. Dorsheimer
read the Chinese plank he omitted a part,
which he said was in pencil and could not
be read, but the clerk would when he had
finished the rest.

The Pacific coast delegates were particular¬
ly persistent in demanding that this should
go into the platform, and it was read and
adopted as purt of it. This now has been
left out entirely."
The discoverer of 1 his mare's nest no

doubt thought he had fortified his position
against attack by not tixing his lie upon any
person or paper, lh* does not say when,
where, nor by whose authority this change
was made. The fact is, it was never made
at all. The Mongolian plank was written
and printed at St. Louis as we give it be¬
low.

It is so headed in the St. Loui*
litpublican of June 30; and it reads as fol¬
lows :
" We denounce the policy which thus dis-

cards the liberty-gloving German and tole¬
rates the revival oi the Coolie trade ia Mon¬
golian women imported for immoral pur¬
poses, and Mongolian men held to perform
servile labor contracts."
The above was read to the Convention,

taken down at the moment by a dozen or

more short-hand reporters, sent forthwith
by telegraph all over the United Slates, and

published next morning in thousands of

daily papers, including the St. Louis paper
from whieli we copy it. The California,
Oregon, Nevada, and Colorado delegates
read it in these word?, and yet went to the
Convention, on the morning of its appear¬
ance, and nominated Mr. Hendricks with¬
out hinting that the language had been

changed. Two days afterwards we were

for some time with the Hev. Mr. Milleh, of

'Denver City, Colorado, but heard never a

word of this complaint. Briefly, the story

Death of Senator Oaperton. v. J
Senator Allen T, Cajwrton, of W«&

Virgfhia, died at Washington yesterday.
His sickness was brief, and its fatal termi¬
nation entirely unexpected. The deceased, 1
by His ability and high character, com¬

manded the respect and good opinion of all
who knew him, and was an earnest and
faithful public servant. He was bom near

Union, Monroe county, Va., (now West
Virginia) November 21, 1810. After attend¬
ing school in this State and at Huntsvllle,
Ala., he entered the University of Virginia,
and subsequently matriculated at Yale Col-
legey graduating at the latter institution in
1839. He studied law under Judge BrtiscoE
G. Baldwin, of Staunton, and for many
years quietly pursred his profession. He
was several times elected a member of the
House of Delegates and of the Senate, his
last senatorial term being from 1859 to '61.
He was a member of the convention which
passed the ordinance of secession, and in
the struggle which followed sided with the
people of the South. After a prolonged
contest in the Virginia Legislature Mr. Ca-
perton, who received but a few votes at the
beginning, was chosen a memberof the Con¬
federate Senate, and served in that capacity
until the surrender.
After returning home lie took an active

part in bringing the fine coal, mineral, tim¬
ber, and grazing land of his State before
capitalists, and gave the various internal
improvements his cordial sympathy and aid.
In 1874 he was nominated and elected by
the Democrats to a seat in the United States
Senate. When the caucnssing commenced,
as in the other instance, he was far from being

a prominent candidate, and entertained no

expectation of becoming the nominee,
but after several days of fruitless voting
his name was advanced in the way of com¬

promise, and he was nominated. Ilis term in
the Senate has been marked by a thorough
devotion to the interests of his people and

a conscientious regard for the obligations of
his high position, lie was a safe and pru¬
dent legislator, and possessed many quali¬
ties eminently fitting him for public life.
A daughter of 31 r. Capcrton, the wife of

Major ltobert. Stiles, resides in this city.
His body will be removed to West Vir-j

gin in for interment.
